fex, or for the city and liberty of /¥cffminfier, as the cafe fhall 
“be, fhall, for the firt offence, forfeit any ium not more than 
forty thillings, nor lefs than ten fhillings; and for the fecond, 
and every other offence, any fum not exceeding three pounds, 
nor lefs than twenty fhillings; to be levied and recovered by 
diftrefs and fale of the goods and chattels of every fuch offend- 
er, by warrant under the hand and feal, or hands and teals, of

alley, pafflage, or place, actually begun to be new- paved by vir- 
tue and in purfuance of this act, or of any former act of parlia- 
ment, and one fhilling in the pound of the yearly rents of fuch 
of the lands, houfes, (hops, warehoufes, cellars, vaults, tene- 
ments, or hereditaments refpectively, as fhall not be fo fituate ; 
fuch rates refpectively to be from eime to time afcertained by the 
rates at which fuch refpective lands, houfes, fhops, warehoufes, 
cellars, vaults, or other tenements or hereditaments fhall be, 
from time to time, affeffed towards the land tax.

W HEREAS the carrying cn and improvement of the Britith 
white herring fifberies are cf great importance to thefe king- 
dams, by incresfir:g the trade and navigation thereof, and being anure 
Jery fer feamen, and ctherwife a mains of employing and previding for 
great nuriners of industrious poor, provided that reafznatle encourage- 
ment bc given to fib perfors as are willing to carry on the faid fifbe- 
ries: therefore, and for the better regulation of the faid trade, and 
Jor preventing frauds and impsfiticns in the management thereof, beit 
enacted by the King’s moft excellent majefty, by and with the ad- 
vice and confent of the lords fpiritual and temporal, and com- 
mons, in this prefent parliament affembled, and by the authori- 
ty of the fame, that as an encouragement to all perfons whatfo- 
ever, as well bodies politick and corporate as others, to engage 
in the faid white herring fitheries, that, from and after the twen- 
ty-fecond day of O7ober, one thoufand feven hundred and feven- 
ty-one, a bounty of thirty fhillings per ton fhall be paid annual- 





per ton on the İy, in manner as herein after provided for, to the owner or ow- 
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mers of all decked vefiels from twenty to eighty tons burthen,

for regulating of the keeping and carriage of gunpowder in Scotland : 
be it therefore enacted by the King’s moft excellent majefty, by 
and with the advice and confent of the lords fpiritual and tem- 

poral, and commons, in this prefent parliament afiembled, and 

by the authority of the fame, That no perfon or perfons fhall 

have or keep, at any one time, being a dealer or dealers in gun- 

powder, more than two hundred pounds of gunpowder, and not 

being fuch, more than fifty pounds of gunpowder, in any houte, 

mill, magazine, ftorehoufe, warehouff, fhop, cellar, yard, wharf, 

or other building or place, occupied by the fame perfon or per- 

fons, (all buildings and places adjoining to each other, and oc- 

cupied together, being to be deemed one houfe or place within 

this act) or on any river or other water, except in carriages 

loading or unloading, or paffing on the land, or in fhips, boats, 

or vefiels loading or unloading, or pafling on any river or 

other water, or detained there by the tide or bad weather, with- 

in the following limits ; that is to fay, within the cities of Lorn- 

don or IWVcfiminfier, or within three miles of either of them; or 

within any city, borough, or market town of Great Britain,

IX. And be it further enacted by the authority aforefaid, Commiffioners 
That it fhall and may be lawful for the faid commiffioners, or to fettle the 
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three or more of them at any diftri&t meeting, to fettle the price 
to be paid for the palfage of barges or other veflels, fo as fuch 
price, fo far as regards the locks now in being, be not lefs than 
the prefent owners or occupiers of fuch locks are now intitled to 
take and receive by virtue of any former act, or any order made 
by the commiffioners acting under or by virtue thereof, nor 
more than four-pence per ton at any one lock or toll-gate 
through or near the faid locks, according to the tonage of tuch 
barges or other veffels; which price of lockage fhall be fixed 
up, painted in large characters, on boards, on the faid locks, as 
well as the price of towing at the beginning and end of each fare ; 
and the faid commiffioners, or any feven or more of them, at

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That every contributor upon this act ror the purchafe of any 
fuch annuity or annuities as aforeiaid, his, her, or their affigns, 
upon payment of the conadersation or purchafe-money for the 
fame, or any part or proportion thereof, thall have one or more 
receipt or receipts from the perfon or perfons receiving the fame, 
Importing the receipt of fo much purchafe-money as fhall be fo 
paid; and upon payment of the remainder of fuch purchafe- 
money, if any, every fuch contributor, his or her affigns re- 
{fpectively, fhall have an order on parchment or vellum for pay-

HEREAS zhe manufaéture of gunpowder within Great 
Britain, though neceffary to be encouraged in refpeé? of the 
walue of gunpowder, as an article of defence and commerce, yet ought 
to be regulated by law, in order to prevent the great mifchiefs which 
may arife from explofions occafioned by the improper confiruction and 
ufe of the mills, engines, and buildings, employed in the making of gun-

Preamble. A lift of eight veftrymen to be made out by the ve(trymen, 
and returned to a petty (cffions, out of whom juftices are to appoint four 
overfeers.

HEREAS the Several aĉis of parliament now in force for Pr anblè. 

W regulating buildings and party walls, and for. preventing A 
chiefs 
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chiefs happening by fire, for providing fire-engines, and obtaining @ 
Sufficient fupply of water at fires, and for paying rewards to perfons 
offifting at fires within the cities of London and Weftminfter, and 
the liberties thereof, and other the parifhes, precinéis, and places 
within the weekly bills of mortality, the feveral parifbes of Saint 
Mary-le-bon and Paddington, Saint Pancras, and Saint Luke at 
Chelfea, zn the county of Middiefex, and the provifions, regulations,
